On June 7, 2005, at approximately 1530 hours, Sergeants Marshall Baird and John W. 
Harris, along with Lieutenant Stacy Lee of Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the 
Interstate 10 freeway at Fremont Avenue, Alhambra, regarding a deputy involved hit 
shooting involving personnel from the Special Enforcement Bureau. Homicide Lieutenant 
Gil Carrillo along with Investigators Todd Anderson, Barry Hall, Joseph Sheehy, Michael 
Caouette, Timothy Miley and Karen Shonka from Homicide Bureau were on scene to 
conduct the criminal investigation. The office of Independent Review also responded. 


The suspect in this incident, Dennis Shellhouse, was involved in an attempt kidnaping and 
home invasion robbery in the Lake Sherwood area of Ventura County. The suspect was 
spotted on the 101 freeway by Ventura County Sheriff's deputies, and a pursuit of the 
armed suspect was initiated by the deputies, assisted by California Highway Patrol officers. 
The pursuit lasted for approximately 1 % hours at high speeds and traveled through 
Ventura, Los Angeles, and San Bernardino Counties. 


The pursuit was terminated on the westbound 1-10 freeway, just west of Fremont Avenue 
in Alhambra when CHP officers initiated a Pursuit Intervention Technique (P.I.T.) 
maneuver, disabling and stalling the suspect's vehicle (Refer to DVD/CD, "Sheriff's Daily 
Tape,” Exhibit B). The suspect refused to exit his vehicle, and negotiations were 
developed between the suspect and officers. The California Highway Patrol officers 
subsequently requested the assistance of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
Special Enforcement Bureau. 


The summary of this incident is based on physical evidence collected at the scene by Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's Department Crime Lab personnel as well as information obtained 
from interviews of the involved employees and witnesses, whose individual statements are 
contained in the Homicide Bureau investigative package. (Refer to Exhibit A) 


On August 15, 2005, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office, Justice Integrity 
Division completed it's review of this shooting and concluded that Deputy Coates acted 
lawfully in the defense of another. (Refer to Exhibit C)

INJURIES 


Suspect Shellhouse sustained a through and through gunshot wound to his right arm, the 
round continued and entered the right side of his torso. He also sustained dog bite wounds 
to both arms. The suspect was treated on scene by paramedics and subsequently 
transported to LCMC via Alhambra Fire Department.

INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS 


The westbound Interstate 10 Freeway is a major east/west freeway consisting of four lanes of 
travel , one car pool lane and one breakdown lane in both directions. The westbound side 
of the 10 Freeway is separated from the eastbound side by double cement K-rail barriers, 
wherein the Amtrak trains travel between the two sides of the freeway. There is 
approximately an 11-foot-high cement and cinder block sound barrier bordering the north 
side of the freeway separating it from a residential area. 


Upon arriving at the scene, Investigators saw that both the east and westbound lanes of 
the 10 Freeway were completely shut down and traffic was being diverted off the freeway 
several exits away in each direction. 


Investigators also saw there were three armored rescue vehicles surrounding Suspect 
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ы ы 


Shellhouse's van, which had come to rest in the #4 lane facing east on the westbound side 
of the 10 Freeway. The first armored vehicle was backed into the north sound wall facing 
south, just inches away from the rear of Suspect Shellhouse's van. The second armored 
rescue vehicle was angled in on the passenger side of Suspect Shellhouse's vehicle and was 
pointed in a northwesterly direction, while the third armored rescue vehicle was also 
angled ata northwesterly direction only inches away fromthe front of Suspect Shellhouse's 
front bumper. This particular containment kept Suspect Shellhouse in a confined area should 
he have decided to start firing his weapon at officers. This containment also prevented 
Suspect Shellhouse from escaping. (Refer to diagram, Exhibit A, pages 73 and 74 and 
photographs, Exhibit D) 


Investigators noted numerous items of evidence strewn about the immediate area of the 
armored rescue vehicles and Suspect Shellhouse's vehicle, including numerous loose 
bullets, magazines, Arwen rounds and taser cartridges.

PROPERTY DAMAGE 
The suspect's Dodge van which was rented from “Budget,” sustained substantial damage 


during the operation conducted by SEB. The right rear passenger window was broken out аз 
well as the right front passenger window. The vehicle also sustained smoke/tear gas damage. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR/CHARGES FILED 


On June 14, 2005, Homicide Detectives were notified that Ventura County Deputy District 
Attorney Rebecca Day would assume responsibility for the filing of all charges against Suspect 
Dennis Shellhouse in regards to the Kidnaping in Ventura County and subsequent pursuit into 
Los Angeles County which culminated in a Deputy Involved Shooting. 
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DDA Rebecca Day filed charges of Kidnaping for Ransom while Armed, Armed Robbery, 
Residential Burglary, Felony Evading, various weapons charges for crimes that occurred in 
Ventura County, as well as two counts of Assault with a Deadly Weapon on a Peace Officer 
(Handgun), 245 (D)(1) P.C. regarding the assault against SEB personnel that occurred in Los 
Angeles County. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred during the daylight hours. It was clear and warm. 

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 

Deputy Jeffery Coates 

Deputy Coates was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 1815 hours, by Homicide 


Detectives Todd Anderson and Barry Hall. The interview was conducted at the Special 
Enforcement Bureau and the following is a summary of that interview: 


On the day of this incident, Deputy Coates was dressed in full green Battle Dress uniform 
(BDU) with subdued green and black Los Angeles County Sheriff's patches on both arms and 
the Sheriff s patch on his back and a full nylon Sam Brown to include his duty weapon. He also 
wore a green ballistic vest with a cloth Sheriffs patch on the upper left chest. 


Deputy Coates said that he was a member of the SEB Gold Team and was with his unit 
conducting training in the South Bay area earlier in the morning. The Gold Team was the 
"on-call" team for that morning. Deputy Coates said that at approximately 1100 hours his 
team was directed to respond to the westbound 1-10 freeway in regards to the termination 
of a vehicle pursuit and an armed kidnaping suspect who had barricaded himself in his 
vehicle. 


Deputy Coates said that prior to the Gold Team's arrival, other members of SEB had 
responded to the location and had "boxed-in" the suspect vehicle with three armored 
vehicles in order to prevent the suspect from fleeing and to protect the public and officers 
at the scene. Gold Team members subsequently assumed tactical control of the situation 
and scene. 


Deputy Coates said that he was initially tasked with being an arrest team member, but later 
during the standoff, he was assigned to man a turret on the armored vehicle which was 
south of the suspect's vehicle pinning shut the passenger side sliding door. Coates was 
armed with a departmentaily issued and authorized M-4, .223 cal scope mounted rifle. He 
said that his role was to monitor and report on the suspect's movements and actions inside 
of the Dodge van from his elevated position of advantage, and to protect other team 
members on containment positions. 


Deputy Coates said that several times throughout the standoff, he saw the suspect, who 
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was seated in the drivers seat, arm himself with a handgun. He said at times, the suspect 
would talk on a cellular phone, place the gun to his head, then place it in his lap or on the 
seat next to him. Coates said he reported these actions to other team members and 
members of the Crisis Negotiation Team (CNT) as information became available. 


Deputy Coates said at some point during the stand off he was advised that the suspect's 
weapons were loaded and that he planned on either to kill himself or wanted law 
enforcement to kill him. He also saw the suspect throw ammunition and a knife from the 
vehicle. At times he also saw the suspect holding handcuffs and waist chains. 


Deputy Coates said he saw the suspect move from the drivers seat and to a position next 
to the rear sliding passenger van door; one of suspect's hands was down by the door handle 
as ifto open it, while his other hand was raised, holding a gun. Deputy Coates felt the suspect 
was going to exit the van and shoot at his team members. He said he felt scared and in his 
words it placed him on "high alert." Deputy Coates further described the suspects actions 
while he was in the car near the door and when he was brandishing the gun, as 
"threatening." 


Deputy Coates said the Incident Commander decided to force the suspect from the vehicle 
anda tactical plan was developed. Coates said tear gas was then introduced into the rear 
of the van by Deputy Robert via the passenger's side rear window. Coates said that 
Deputy Murray provided cover for Deputy Robert as they moved from the protection of the 
armored vehicle to introduce tear gas into the suspect's vehicle. Simultaneously, deputies 
covering the front passenger side of the suspect's vehicle started firing “Arwen” rounds at 
the suspect in an attempt to stun him and force his exit from the vehicle before he was 
able to take his own life. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Robert said in his interview, that he fired five to six 
rounds from his Arwen into the car through the right front 
passenger window. 


As the van began to fill with tear gas, Deputy Coates, who was still perched on top of the 
South armored vehicle, said he could see the suspect lean across the front passenger's seat 
and point a handgun toward Murray and Robert. Believing that these two deputies’ lives 
were in danger and that they could not see the suspect's actions due to the amount of 
smoke in the vehicle, Deputy Coates said he fired one round from his rifle at Suspect 
Shellhouse. 


Coates said he heard the suspect scream and saw him drop the handgun to the van floor. 
Shellhouse then moved back towards the drivers seat. The van filled completely with tear 
gas and he lost sight of the suspect. He saw the suspect attempt to open the van door, and 
then he saw a police dog trying to remove Shellhouse from the van. Shellhouse was then 
shot with a Taser and was eventually removed from the car and taken into custody. 


Deputy Coates said as his standard practice he loads his rifle magazines with 27 rounds 
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of ammunition. After notifying his supervisors that he had fired at the suspect, he placed 
the rifle in the trunk of his radio car pending arrival of Homicide Investigators. Deputy 
Coates retrieved the rifle and gave it to the Homicide Investigators. It was subsequently 
given to Sheriff's Firearms Examiners for forensic and ballistic examination.

WITNESSES STATEMENTS 


Deputy William Murray 


Deputy Murray was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 1812 hours, by Homicide 
Detective Caouette and Sergeant John Harris of intemal Affairs Bureau. The interview was 
conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau, and the following is a summary of that 
interview: 


Investigators noted that Deputy Murray was dressed in a full green Battle Dress Uniform 
(B.D.U.) with subdued green and black Los Angeles County Sheriff's patches on both arms and 
the sheriffs patch on his back, and a full nylon Sam Brown which included his duty weapon. He 
was wearing a green ballistic vest with a cloth sheriff's patch on the upper left chest. 


Deputy Murray said that he and his team members were dispatched by S.E.B. desk personnel, 
to respond to the westbound 10 freeway, west of Fremont Avenue, regarding a barricaded 
suspect in a vehicle on the freeway. He said once at the scene, he and his partner (Deputy 
William Robert) were assigned a position between the two Assault Rescue Vehicles (A.R.V.), 
which were positioned at the front and the passenger sides of the suspect's white van. A third 
A.R.V. was positioned at the rear of the suspect's vehicle. Deputy Murray told us his specific 
assignment was to handcuff the suspect, if the suspect exited the vehicle from the passenger 
side during the incident. 


As the afternoon progressed, Deputy Murray said a tactical plan had been established by the 
Gold Team, which had call out responsibilities for the day. He said after communications with 
the Crisis Negotiation Team had broken down with the suspect, cold gas was introduced into 
the vehicle in an effort to force the suspect out of the vehicle without incident. Deputy Murray 
said that this had little or no effect on the suspect. He said hot gas was then introduced 
into the suspect's vehicle. 


Atthis point, Deputy Murray said that Suspect Shellhouse began moving around inside the 
van. He saw Shellhouse seated in the driver's side of the vehicle. Shellhouse then leaned 
to his right and raised his right arm up, pointing his handgun at both Deputy Robert and him. 
Murray said he was in fear for his and Deputy Roberts life. Deputy Murray said things 
started getting real loud at this point, and he saw Suspect Shellhouse lean or fall back to his

left in the driver's seat. He believed more gas was being placed inside the suspects vehicle. 
Deputy Murray saw the suspect's driver side door open and the Sheriffs Department's K-9 was 
deployed. He saw the entry team approach on the driver's side of the van. Deputy Murray 
said that he and Deputy Roberts stepped behind the gold A.R.V. (east side) to avoid being hit 
by possible crossfire. As they did this, Murray said that he was unable to see the actual arrest of 
Shellhouse because he was behind the armored vehicle. Deputy Murray said that he did not 
see or hear anyone discharge a firearm during the entire incident. 


Deputy William H. Robert 


Deputy Robert was interview on June 7, 2005, at approximately 1917 hours by Homicide 
Detective Karen Shonka and Sergeant Diana Holloway of Internal Affairs Bureau. The 
interview was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a 
summary of that interview: 


Deputy Robert said he was dispatched by SEB desk personnel to respond to the 1-10 
freeway and Fremont Avenue regarding a barricaded suspect in a vehicle. He said that 
when he arrived, he took up a position between the two ARV's, which were positioned at 
the front and passenger side of the suspect's van (south and east ). 


Deputy Robert said that when the tactical plan unfolded, it was his responsibility to fire 
Arwen rounds into the suspect's vehicle via the right passenger window. He said he fired 
approximately five to six rounds through the window. As he completed his mission, Robert 
said he saw the suspect roll to his right and look directly at him. Knowing that the suspect 
was armed with at least one handgun, Robert immediately moved back behind the ARV 
for cover. 


Deputy Robert said he did not hear or see anyone discharge their firearm. 


OnFebruary 1, 2006, Sergeant Marshall Baird conducted a follow up interview with Deputy 
Robert via telephone to clarify his firing of the Arwen. 


Deputy Robert said that it was his responsibility to fire the Arwen at the right passenger 
window of the suspect's vehicle. He said he did so as a diversionary tactic. Robert also 
said he did not see if any of the Arwen rounds struck the suspect due to the amount of 
smoke that had filled the interior of the van from the tear gas. 


Deputy Jeffrey Riggin 


Deputy Riggin was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 1935 hours by Homicide 
Detective Todd Anderson and Sergeant Roger Silos of Internal Affairs Bureau. The 
interview was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a 
summary of that interview:

Deputy Riggin said that he was assigned to SEB as the Red Team Scout. Не was 
present.at SEB Headquarters when they received a request for aid on the freeway from 
the California Highway Patrol (CHP). Deputy Riggin said that he drove the large ARV and 
assisted in "boxing -in" the suspect vehicle. He said that his armored vehicle was blocking 
the rear or west side of the van. Deputies гс Brendan Corbett were also in the 
same ARV. 


Deputy Riggin said that various times throughout the standoff he saw the suspect seated 
in the driver's seat talking on a cellular phone and holding one or two handguns to his head. 
He said that at some point, the suspect threw several rounds of ammunition as well as a 
knife out of the vehicle on the passenger side. Riggin said that he was told by CNT 
members that the suspect had ammunition for the gun and that the suspect was going to kill 
himself. 


Deputy Riggin said that when tear gas was introduced into the car, he saw flash bang 
diversionary devices detonate and "Arwen" rounds being fired at the suspect. He said from 
his position he was not able to see what the suspect had in his hands, and the rear of the 
van quickly filled with tear gas which further obscured his view. He saw the suspectlean 
out of the car door or window on the driver's side and the police dog attempting to pull him 
from the car. 


ТАВ NOTE: When the entry team approached the van, they discovered that 
Shellhouse was seat belted in. One of the entry team members 
immediately cut the seat belt, which allowed Shellhouse to be 
extracted. 


Deputy Riggin did not hear or see anyone discharge their firearm. He later learned from 
other SEB team members that Shellhouse had been shot.

Deputy Has interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 1955 hours by Homicide 
Detective Todd Anderson and Sergeant Roger Silos of internal Affairs Bureau. The 
interview was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a 
summary of that interview: 


Deputy Г thathe was a member of the SEB Blue Team. He was present at SEB 
Headquarters when assistance was requested by CHP on the 1-10 freeway in Alhambra. 


Deputy г sac that he was assigned the task of driving a vehicle which contained 
SEB's robotic device which is used to safely deliver items or conduct surveillance of barricaded 
suspects. He said after delivering the robot device, he was moved to a position next to the 
armored ARV vehicle which was blocking the east portion or front side of the suspects 
vehicle. MM said he was also tasked with being a member of the arrest team which 
would actually take the suspect into custody if the suspect exited the vehicle on the driver's 
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Deputy 2 that several times during the standoff he saw the suspect point a gun to his 
head.and that he was talking on the cell phone or "throw phone". He was told that the 
suspect was threatening to kill himself. 


Deputy HB said that after tear gas was introduced into the car and "flash bangs” were 
deployed near the car, he saw the driver’s side door open, but the suspect did not exit. He 
said a K-9 dog was then deployed, he saw the dog bite the suspect and attempt to remove 
him from the car unsuccessfully. гс that the suspect was shot at twice with a 
Taser, with the first shot missing him. The suspect was eventually taken out of the car, 
taken into custody and treated for his injuries. 


Deputy ж that he never heard a gun shot fired and did not know the suspect had 
been shot. He did not see the suspect holding the gun after the tear gas was introduced 
into the car. He said the scene was quite loud as the flash bangs were deployed and 
Arwen rounds were fired. As part of the arrest team he was took cover behind the ARV 
until he was needed to assist in the arrest of the suspect. 


Deputy Jesse Rodriguez 


Deputy Rodriguez was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 2007 hours by Homicide 
Detective Todd Anderson and Sergeant Roger Silos of Internal Affairs Bureau. The 
interview was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a 
summary of that interview: 


Deputy Rodriguez said was the SEB Gold Team Scout, and he was responsible for the on 
site tactical planning of his team's response. 


Deputy Rodriguez said that earlier in the day he was in the South Bay area conducting 
training with fellow team members. He received a call that a response by the Gold Team was 
necessary on the 1-10 Freeway in Alhambra regarding a barricaded suspect. He said that 
while en route to the scene, he was informed that other SEB team members had already 
arrived and blocked in the suspect's vehicle with armored vehicles (ARV's). 


Deputy Rodriguez said that he took a position near the Gold Team vehicle which was 
blocking the passenger side sliding door (south), and began formulating a plan to deal with 
the suspect. Numerous times throughout the incident the suspect, who was in the driver's 
seat of his van, was talked on a cell phone and at times held one or two guns to hís head, 
apparently threatening suicide. The suspect also told negotiators that he was going to force 
the police to kill him, and that he was not going to come out. Rodriguez said that at some 
point, the suspect's cell phone went dead and/or he refused to talk on it. A "throw phone" 
was then delivered to him via the driver's side window. Numerous attempts were made 
via PA announcements to have the suspect exit the vehicle and surrender, but he refused 
to comply. 
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Deputy Rodriguez said that after several hours of negotiations, a decision was made to 
introduce tear gas into the van using flash bangs as a diversion. He said Arwen rounds 
were also to be fired at the suspect if any movement was made by him other than his 
exiting of the vehicle. Designated shooters were positioned in each of the turrets of the 
armored vehicles. 


ТАВ NOTE: Deputy Coates was positioned in the ARV to the south of the 
suspect's van and Deputy Й was positioned in the ARV to 
the east of the suspect's van. 


Deputy Rodriguez said he was positioned toward the west side of the Gold Team vehicle as 
tear gas was placed in the back of the van. He said he heard and also saw Arwen rounds 
being fired through the passenger side window. As "hot gas" was placed into the vehicle, 
the interior rapidly filled up with gas/smoke and he was unable to see in the vehicle. He said 
he then moved back away from the van and heard flash bangs being deployed. 


Deputy Rodriguez said he saw the K-9 dog attempt to pull the suspect from the vehicle after 
the suspect opened the door. He then saw the suspect shot several times with a Taser. He 
did not hear a gun fired by Deputy Coates and did not know the suspect was shot until the 
suspect was treated for his injuries. 


Deputy [was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 2030 hours by Homicide 
Detective Todd Anderson and Sergeant Roger Silos of Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview 
was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a summary of that 
interview:

After SEB teams arrived on scene and took control of the incident, Doo EE c he was 
ordered to become part of the arrest team. He was positioned behind the armored vehicle 
which was to the front or east side of the suspect's vehicle. He said at various times 
throughout the stand off he was behind the cover of the armored vehicle and shuttled his 
dog back to his patrol car for shade and water. His car was parked on the freeway way just 
east of the eastern most armored rescue vehicle. 


Deputy aid he was informed that the suspect was continuing to threaten suicide 


and hold guns to his head. The suspect threw ammunition out of the car, but he was stili 
keeping the guns loaded. He said at some point, a plan was developed to force the 
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suspect from the van, and he was tasked with assisting the arrest team and deploying his 
dog if the suspect failed to surrender as ordered. 


Deputy Ni as tear gas was placed in the car, flash bangs were deployed outside 
of it. He said Arwen rounds were fired at the suspect and he saw the car fill with tear gas. 
He also saw the suspect stick his head and upper body out of the drivers side door as if to 
get a breath of fresh air, still refusing to exit the vehicle. 


Deputy [said that he deployed his canine on a 30' leash and “Жоок hold of the 
suspect's arm and attempted to drag him from the car. He said the suspect then attempted 
to drag the dog back into the car, and the arrest team moved forward firing several shots 
from a Taser at the suspect. Г the suspect was then pulled from the van by the 
canine and onto the ground. He approached and removed the canine from Shellhouse. 
The suspect was taken into custody and Emergency Services Detail Paramedics began 
treating him for injuries. 


Deputy [said he did not hear a gun shot fired by Deputy Coates, and he did not know 
that the suspect had been shot until after the incident had ended. 


Sergeant Phil Barth 


Sergeant Barth was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 1930 hours by Homicide 
Detective Barry Hall and Sergeant Marshall Baird of Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview 
was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a summary of that 
interview: 


Sergeant Barth is the sergeant for SEB Red team. He said he was on duty at the SEB office 
when his bureau received a request for assistance to deal with a suspect barricaded in a 
vehicle on the westbound 1-10 Freeway, west of the Fremont Avenue on-ramp. 


Sergeant Barth said he and other SEB members responded and arrived several minutes 
later. He said they responded in three heavily armored tactical vehicles and effectively 
boxed in the suspect's white van on the west side. 


Sergeant Barth said while at the scene he saw the suspect handling a handgun. He said 
more than once, he observed the suspect move the gun in the direction of the deputies on 
the containment. 


Sergeant Barth said plans were developed to introduce tear gas into the vehicle to force the 
suspect to safely surrender. He said he was able to observe the implementation of these 
plans from the vantage point inside the ARV through the rear window . 


Sergeant Barth said that he was not aware that a deputy involved shooting occurred until 
after the incident was over.

Deputy EB... interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 1950 hours by Homicide 
Detective Barry Hall and Sergeant Marshall Baird of Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview 
was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a summary of that 
interview: 


Deputy | a member of the SEB Blue team. He said he was at the Bureau when a call 
was received to assist the California Highway Patrol with a suspect barricaded inside of a 
vehicle on the I-10 Freeway. 


Deputy said he was among the first SEB deputies to arrive on the freeway. He said 
upon his arrival, he was directed to replace units from the CHP with Sheriff's deputies. 
Stella said that during this time, he saw the suspect hold a handgun to his head on several 
times and talk on a cell phone. 


Deputy Г [1 that once a tactical plan was developed, he was designated to be part of 
the "Hands on takedown team" should the suspect voluntarily exit the vehicle. He said he 
remained on the passenger side of east ARV throughout the stand off. 


Deputy said he saw the operation unfold. He said that after the gas was deployed and 
the Arwen rounds were fired, the arrest team began making a slow measured approach to 
the suspect. He said as they reached the vehicle, he saw Deputy Fire a taser round 
at the suspect, but missed. [then retrieved another taser round and gave it to rector 
who fired again, striking the suspect.

Deputy Thomas Giadomenico 


Deputy Giadomenico was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 2010 hours by 
Detective Barry Hall and Sergeant Marshall Baird of Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview 
was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a summary of that 
interview: 


Deputy Giadomenico was a member of the SEB Gold team. He said he was with other 


team members in the Lennox area when his team was directed to respond to the 1-10 
Freeway west of Fremont Avenue to assist CHP with a suspect barricaded inside of a 
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vehicle. 


Deputy Giadomenico said that when he arrived, he was directed to the command post to 
assume telephone negotiations with the suspect. Giadomenico is a certified negotiator. 


Deputy Giadomenico said that during his conversation with the suspect, he learned that the 
suspect was armed with a .380 and .40 caliber handgun. The suspect told Giadomenico 
that he intended to keep one round for each of the guns and assured Giadomenico that he 
meant to use them on himself and did not plan to hurt any of the police. 


Deputy Giadomenico said that about the time the suspect's cell phone went dead, he was 
relieved by the Crisis Negotiations Team. He was then re-deployed to one of the ARV's 
{south side). Не said that when the operation began to remove the suspect from his 
vehicle, he was tasked with firing a 37mm ferret round containing cold gas through the 
passenger side window. 


Deputy Giadomenico said that after firing the cold gas, there was a lot of activity in a short 
amount of time he was not aware that a deputy involved shooting had occurred until after 
the stand off had ended. 


Deputy Rick Hernandez 


Deputy Hernandez was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 2028 hours by 
Homicide Detective Barry Hall and Sergeant Marshall of Intemal Affairs Bureau. The 
interview was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau. 


Deputy Hernandez was assigned to the Emergency Services Detail (ESD) of the Special 
Enforcement Bureau. He is a paramedic and has lifesaving responsibilities whenever the 
Bureau deploys. 


Deputy Hernandez responded along with his partner Deputy Tracy River to the incident on 
the 1-10 Freeway at Fremont Avenue. 


Deputy Hernandez said when he arrived, he and his partner were deployed to the eastern 
most ARV and remained there until the suspect was removed the van and handcuffed. 
Once the suspect was handcuffed Deputy Hernandez approached and administered first 
aid. He said that while treating the suspect, he was informed that a deputy involved shooting 
occurred Hernandez checked him for a gunshot wound. Hernandez said he discovered that 
the suspect had sustained a through and through gunshot wound to his upper right arm and 
a possible entry wound to his chest.

Deputy Hernandez said he and his partner treated the suspect and accompanied him to 
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LACMC via Alhambra Fire Department ambulance.

Deputy {J is a member of the SEB Black team. On the day of the incident, Deputy 

said he was dispatched to the 1-10 freeway just west of Fremont Avenue regarding 
a suspect barricaded inside of a vehicle. He drove one of the ARV’s and positioned the 
ARV directly in front of the suspect's vehicle to block its path (east).

Deputy S he was dispatched by SEB desk personnel, to respond to the 1-10 
freeway and Fremont Avenue regarding a barricaded suspect in a vehicle. He said when 
he arrived, he was assigned to an arrest team and was positioned behind one of the ARV's 
(east side). 


Deputy (said that on several occasions he saw the suspect place a gun to his 
head and manipulate the slide on the gun. He also saw at least four gun magazines on the 
ground adjacent to the suspect's vehicle. 


Deputy ааш... that when the decision was made to go “tactical,” he and the arrest 
team approached the suspect's vehicle on the driver's side. He said that when the suspect 
refused to exit, the K9 was deployed and bit the suspect. The entry team approached, 
removed Shellhouse from the vehicle, and placed him in handcuffs. 


Deputy [said he was not aware that the suspect had been shot until he was out 
of the vehicle and lying on the ground. И said he cid not see who shot the 
suspect. 


Deputy Harris was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 1929 hours by Homicide 
Detective Michael Caouette and Sergeant John W. Harris of Internal Affairs Bureau. The 
interview was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a summary 
of that interview: 


Deputy Harris said he was dispatched by SEB desk personnel, to respond to the 1-10 
freeway and Fremont Avenue regarding a barricaded suspect in a vehicle. 


Deputy Harris said when he arrived, he was assigned to remain in one of the ARV’s (east 
side) to maintain a visual on the suspect and relay the actions of the suspect, via his radio, 
to the command post. During this time, Harris said he saw the suspect hold a gun to his 
head, while talking on a cell phone. 


Deputy Harris said at some point, he was informed that communications with the suspect 
had stopped, and a tactical plan was going to begin. He said he saw cold gas introduced 
into the right rear passenger window with little or no effect on the suspect. Deputy Harris 
said that when hot gas was introduced, he saw the suspect look to his right and point a gun 
toward Deputies Murray, Roberts and Patterson. He said the suspect's vehicle then filled 
with smoke and his view became obstructed. Deputy Harris said he did not see anyone 
discharge their firearm.

Deputy Corrigan was interviewed on June &, 2005, at approximately 1950 hours by 
Homicide Detective Michael Caouette and Sergeant John W. Hartis of Internal Affairs 
Bureau. The interview was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following 
is a summary of that interview: | 


Deputy Corrigan said he was dispatched by SEB desk personnel, to respond to the 1-10 
freeway and Fremont Avenue, regarding a barricaded suspect in a vehicle. Corrigan said 
he was initially tasked with driving the robot truck to the scene, he was later assigned to 
assist with the arrest of the suspect. 


Deputy Corrigan said that once on scene, he delivered the "throw phone" to the suspect 
utilizing the robot. He said that when this mission was accomplished, he took up a position 
behind one of the ARV's. 


Deputy Corrigan said that he did not see or hear anyone discharge their firearm. 


Deputy Peter Lavin 


Deputy Lavin was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 2009 hours by Homicide 
Detective Michael Caouette and Sergeant John W. Harris of Internal Affairs Bureau. The 
interview was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following is a summary 
fo that interview: 


Deputy Lavin said he was dispatched by SEB desk personnel to the 1-10 freeway and 
Fremont Avenue regarding a barricaded suspect in a vehicle. He said when he arrived, he 
was positioned at the rear of the ARV which was behind the suspect's vehicle. He said due 
{о his position he was unable to view the suspect inside of his vehicle. 


Deputy Lavin said when communications with the suspect stopped, he was directed to shoot 
cold gas through the rear window of the suspect's vehicle. He said that when this failed, he 
was then directed to place hot gas inside the vehicle. As he did this, the vehicle filled with 
smoke and he was unable to see inside. Lavin and his team members then pulled back 
behind their ARV to avoid being shot in a crossfire situation. 


Deputy Lavin said that due to his position behind the ARV, he was unable to view the arrest 
of the suspect; He could provide no additional information. 


Sergeant Anthony Baudino 
Sergeant Baudino was interviewed on June 7, 2005, at approximately 1856 hours by 


Homicide Detective Michael Caouette and Sergeant John W. Harris of Internal Affairs 
Bureau. The interview was conducted at the Special Enforcement Bureau and the following 
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is a summary of that interview: 


Sergeant Baudino said he was the Gold Team leader. His team had the call out 
responsibilities for the day. He said he was dispatched by SEB desk personnel to respond 
to the 1-10 freeway and Fremont Avenue regarding a barricaded suspect in a vehicle. 
Baudino said when he arrived, he assumed command of the scene. While CNT spoke with 
the suspect, he and his team members formulated a tactical plan to extricate the suspect 
from the vehicle in the event communications broke down. 


Sergeant Baudino said that at approximately 1500 hours, he received a message from the 
incident commander, Lieutenant Phil Hansen, that negotiations had stopped and that he was 
to proceed with the tactical plan. 


Sergeant Baudino said that after of the introduction of cold and hot gas, he saw the entry 
team approach and the deployment of the K9. He said the suspect was subsequently 
removed from the vehicle and handcuffed without further incident. 

Sergeant Baudino said he that after the incident was over, he learned that the suspect had 


been shot by a designated shooter (Coates). Sergeant Baudino said he did not see or hear 
when the shot was fired.
